System is being requested to
accelerate its conversion to
four-quarter, year-round op-
eration by four years.

The 12-to-3 vote of the Cali-
fornia Coordinating Council
for Higher Education was a
shattering defeat for State
College Chancellor Glenn S.
Dumke and the State Collega
Trustee's plan to convert cam-
puses one by one on an ex-
perimental, pilot basis,
The Council's “advice” is
rated almost the same as an
order that can't be ignored.
Copies of its decisions go to
the Governor, the Depart-
ment of Finance, and the

CALLED THE Gray Whale
because its black body is dap-
pled with white, the whales
summer in the Bering Sea.
There for four months, they
feed and lay down heavy lay-
ers of fat which provide fuel
for the seven-month migra-
tion trip to bays and lagoons
in Baja California,

The Gray Whales calve and
mate in the Baja California
waters during a two-month
period, Often, they sun on
the surface and may be ap-
proached quite close, Dr. Gil-
more said,

The whales make the 12,
000-to 14,000-mile round trip
during a 2% to 3 mwonth
period, traveling 60 to 80
nautical miles each day, Mi-
grating speed for the whales
is about 4 knots and the herd
travels for 15 to 20 hours per
day,
